But 
whether the Sheep of this Realm were in 
price before the comming of the Saxons 
or no, they be now (God be thanked 
therefore) worthy of great eſtimation, 
both for the exceeding fineneſs of the 
fleeſe (which paſſeth all other in Europe 
at this day, and is to be compared with 
the ancient delicate wooll of Tarentum 
or the Golden Fleeſe of Colchos it ſelf )

wing, (for he had nine hundred pounds 
of yearly revenue fourteen years together, 
and was afterward by degrees advanced 
to the keeping firſt of the privie, and then 
of the broad Seal) was Surveior of- the 
Kings works, which is the very cauſe (as 1 
cojzeRure) that ſome have aſcribed co 


bim-the thank of the building it ſelf. This 


Caſtle or Placforme was ſomewhat re- 
paired by King Henrie the eighth, at ſuch 
time as he raiſed Block-houſes along the 
Fea coaſts, for the cauſes already rehearſed 
in Dele.

that ſhould make their Oath of Allegj- 
ance before the Conſtable of that Calth, 
endowing them with Counſance of pley, 
with the libertie of tewo Markets weekly, 
and ewo Fairs yearly, and benefiting them 
with freedom of Tholle, and ſundry other 
bountifull priviledges that mighr allure 
mea to inhabic the place.

A S it is very likely that the Townof 
Feverſham received the chief nou- 
riſhment of her 1ncreaſe from the religi-

whenſoever he needed the aid of his own 
ſpiritualtie, 

After Henrie followed his ſonne Z4- 
ward the firſt, who being more occupied 
in martiall affairs then his Father was, and 
thereby the more often inforced to ule 
the help of his Snbje&s for the raiſing of

It was then a world to ſee how the 
wealthic Biſhops, fat Abbats, and rich 
Priors in each quarter beſtirred chem,cach 
man contending with liberall offer to 
make his ranſome : in ſo much as the 
houſe of Saint Auguſtines in Canterbury 
(as the Anaals of their own Abbey.doe 
report) gave to the King two hundred

King or recencile himſelf; in ſo much that 
of very (tomach he diſcharged his Familie, 
abandoned the Citie, and withdrew bim. 
ſelf ro this Town, the which was firſt gi- 
ven to» his' Priorie of Chriſts Church by 
one Alfred2 Noble man, about the year 
afcer Chriſt 970 ; and from thence (as 
mine Author faith) he _ each Sonday 
and Holiday to the Charches-adzoynin 
and preached the word of God. wy 
Polidore, in his own opinion, giveth 
him an-apt Theme, writing that he preach- 
ed upon this Text , CMeline oft obedire 
Deo, quam hominibm, It 3s better to obey 
God, then men : Which if he will have to 
ſerve the turn, he muſt conſtrue it thus, 
Tt u better toobey the Pope, then the King, 
and fo make the Pope a God, and the 
King no-more then a common man. 

But Petey the Apoſtle of God, from 
whom the Pope would ſeem to derive, 
and Polidore the Apoſtle of the Pope (for 
he firft ſent him hither to gather hisPecey 
pence) were not of one minde in this 
point : for Petey injoineth us plainly, 
Subdits eftote omm humane ordinations 
 propter Dominum, five Regi, tanquam pre- 


cellents, 


© pelents, cc. Be ye ſubjdft to all biiyndue 
 erdinance,for the Lords ſake,whethey it be to 
'the king asto the moſt excellent, &c.making 
the King the molt excellent under God, 
who (no doubt) if he command not 2. 
aioſt God, is to be obeyed before the 
ope,concerning whom'we have no:com- 
maendement at all in the Scriptures of 
God. 
Howbeit, ſince Polidore and the Bi- 
ſhop ſerved one common Maſter, namely 
the man of Rome, it is the leſs marvail if 
he commend his endevor in this part, and 
that alſo is of the leſs credit which he 
writeth of him in another place, where he 
beſtoweth this honourable Eloginm upon 
him, 2 uantum in co fuit , de Religione 
juxaatque de Repub. promerers ſtnduit, 4 
qua nunquam diſceſſit , nunquam oeulos 
dejecit : ita officio ſwo atque omninn com- 
moat ſibi ſerviendum cenſuit ; As much 
as in him was (faith he) he ſiudied to de- 
ſerve well, both of Religion and of the Com- 
monwealth, from the which he never depart« 
ed, ne turned away hw eyes : ſo thought he 
it meet to ſerve his own datie andthe profis 
, of all men. As concerning his deſert in 
Religion I will ſay nothing, becauſe it may 
be thought the faulc of that age, & not of 
the perſon only : but as touching his be- 
haviour toward his Prince and Conntrie 
(wherein alſo confiſteth no ſmall part of 
Religion and fear of God) ſince our Law

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' forlicenesto-paſs over the Seas, the King 
(as/foon as he cameo his preſence & had 
moved his fate) cauſed the preſence cham. 
ber door to be ſet wide spen, willing the 
Randers by to give care, and ſpeke aloud

afirmeth of him : and alſo that you may

The which, as inall places they agred to 
enrich chemſelves by the ſpoil of the Lai- 
ty : So in no place agreed they one with , 
another : but (cach ſeeking every where, 
and by all waies, to advance themſelves 
they moved continuali (and that moſt 
fierce and deadly) warre, for lands, pri- 
viledges, reliques, and ſuch like vain 
worldly preeminences: inſomuch as he 
that will obſerve it, (hall finde that uni- 
verfally che Chrogicles of their own hou- 
ſes, contain (for the'molt part) nothing 
elſe, but ſuing for exemptions, procuring 
of reliques, ſtragling for offices, wrang- 
ling for. conſecrations, and pleading for 
lands and poſſefions, For proof wheregf, 
I might 
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Tthight juſtly afledze innumerable brawſls, 
ſtirred berween the religions houſes of 
this City , wraſtling ſometime with the 
Kings, ſometimes with the Archbiſhops, 
and oftentimes the one with the other, all 
which be at large ſet forth by 7 homwas Spot 
the Chronicler of Saint Augaſtines, But 
for as much as 1 my (If delight lirtle in

After that As7aſtine (the Monk which chrigs 
was ſent from Kowe) had found ſuch fa- Church in 
vor in the ſight of King Zrhelberr, that he Canterbury, 


might .freely preach the Goſpell in! his 
Country, hechoſe for afſembly and pray- 
ef, an old Church in the Eaſt part of this 
City, which was long time beforebuilded 
by the Romans, and'he made thereof (by 
licence of the King) a Church fot him- 
{elf and his ſuccefſors, dedicating the fame 
to the name of our Sxviour Chrilt, 
whereof it was called afterward Chrilts 


. Chorch. 


After his death, Zaurence hilyſuceeſſor, 
brotghte Monks' ifito the houſe, the hed 
whereof waz called a Prior, which 'word 
(howſoever it ſoundeth)' a” 
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the name of. fecond Officer, becauſe the 
Biſhop himſelf was accompted the very 
Abbat. Forin old time, the Biſhops were 
for. the moſt part choſen qut of ſuch Mo- 
naſteries, and therefore moſt commonly 
had their Palaces adjoyning, and gover- 
ned as Abbats there; by means whereof 
it came to paſs, that ſuch Abbies were 
not only much amplified in wealth and 
poſſeſſions, but allo by favour of the Bi. 
ſhops; their good Abbats, everlooked all 
their near neighbours, as hereafter in fur- 
ther courſe ſhall better appear. 

I find not,that from that time any great 
coſt was done upon this Church, till Lay- 


franc*s daies, who not only builded it al- 


moſt wholy of new, and placed Benedi& 


' Monks therein, the number of which he 


advanced from thirty,to one hundred and 
forty, but alſo he reſtored 25. Manors 
which had been withholden from this 
houſe, heereRed certain Hoſpitals which 
he endowed with one hundred and forty 
pounds by year, and he repaired the Wals 
of the City it ſelf. - 

And here by the way, it is to be noted 
out of Mathew Weſtminſter, that there 
were Monks in this houſe, ever fince the 
time of Lawrence the ſecond Archbiſhop, 
2gainlt the opinion of ſome, which report 
that Elfricus was the firlt that expullſed 
the Secular Prieſts, and brought the 
Monks into their place, 5

walls of the Citie and Saint Afayrtines, 
wherein the King himſclf uſed before to 
make his praiers, and to offer ſacrifice to 
his Idols. This' Charch- he purged' from 


" prophane abuſe and name (as they lay) 
= an 
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anddedicated it to the ſervice of God, | 
and to the honour of Saint Pancrace, 
Neither ceaſed he thus, but ſhortly after 
intreated the ſame King to build a Mo- 
naſterie in the ſoile adjoyning, which he - 
alſo appointed to the honor of. Saint Petey 
and Saint Paxl, and placed Monks there- 
in. This Monaſterie, in memorie of his | 
benefit; loſt the firſt name, and was ever 
after called Saint Auguſtines. | 

Now whereas the true meaning, both 
of the King and Augyſtine was, that this 
Church (for ſo much as both then, and 
long after, it was not the manner to bu- 
rie their dead within the walls of any Ci- 
tie,a thing forbidden of old by the Law of 
the twelve Tables)ſhould be from thence- 
forth a common Sepulchre to all their 
Succeſſors, as well in the Kingdome as in 
the Archbiſhoprick : yet ſuch was the 
favour of the Biſhops following Augs- 
ftine towards their own Charch, that in 
the proceſs of time Saint Anguſtines was 
defrauded of the Sepultures, both of the 
one and of the other. 

Forin Brightwalazs daies the buriall of 
the Kings was taken from it : and Cath- 
bert the Archbiſhop in hislife begged of 
King Eadbert, that for the advancement 
of Saint Johns (a new Church that he had | 
ereRed for that purpoſe, and for the exe- 
cution of judgements by the Ordale, and 
which was afterward fired with the one

of Chriſtes Church, whEreunto it was 

neer adjoining) the Biſhops alſo mighe 

from thenceforth be buried there, And 
for the more ſuretie to attain that his de- 

fire hee took order in bis life (by oath of 
all bis Covent) that they ſhould ſuffer his 

corps to lye three daies in the ground after 

his death; before any Bell (hould be roong 

or other open ſolemnitie uſed, that mighr 

4 notifie his departure to the Monks of 

' Saint Axguſtines, Oaly Feanbright the 
fourteenth Biſhop (whom other copies 
call Lambright) was conveyed to the. 
ground at Saint Azguſtines by this occa- 
ſton. 

After the death of Bregwine (the Arch- 
biſhop) this Jearbright (then being Ab-. 
batof Saint Auguſtines, and fearing that 
he ſhould be deceived of the body of 
BregWine, 2s Aldhun his predeceſſor had 
been bepuiled of Cathberrs before) he 
came appointed with armed men , de- 
termining to take it away by force, ifhe 
might not by fair means obtain it, But the 
craftie Monks of Chriſtes Church had bu- 
ried the bodie before he came, ſo that he 
was driven to depart home fruſtate of his 
defire, and to ſeek his amends by ation in 
the Law, 
| Notwithſtanding, becauſe they percei- 

ved hereby, that he was a man of good 
courage, and therefore very meet in their 
pinion to be made their Captain, they 
ſhortly 
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ſhortly after hoſe him Archbiſhop, in 
hope that he wonld have maintained their 
- quarrell : but he nevertheleſs took ſuch 
order, . that he was buried in Saint Augs- 
ſtines with the reſt of his pftdeceflors. 
Popiſh brawls. - Thus you ſee, how ſoon afcer the foun. 
dation, theie houſes were at diſfention, 
and for how ſmall trifles, they were rea- 
dy to put on armes, and to move great 
and troubleſome tragedies : Neither doe 
I finde, that ever they agreed after, bur 
were evermore at continuall , brawling 
within themſelves, either (ning befote the 
King, or appealing to the Pope, and that 
for matters of more ſtomach, than im- 
rtance: As for example, whether the 
Abbat of Saint Angy/tines ſhould be con- 
fecrmte or blefied in his own Church, or 
in the others : whether he ought toring 
his Bells co ſervice, before the others had 
rohg; theirs : whether he and his Tenants 
ought ſuit to/ the Biſhops Court : and 
ſach like, wherein it cannot be doubted, 
but that they conſumedineſtimable trea. 
ſure, for maintenance of their moft Po- 
piſh pride and wilfalneſs. If any man de- 
light co know the particulars, let him read 
the writings of 7horve and Sper, their 
* own Chroniclers, as for my ſelfe, I'think 
- it too long to bave ſaid thus much in ge-
